1 . FINAL SCHEDULES, GUEST LISTS FOR VARIOUS OUTSIDE 
FUNCTIONS, MEMCONS, ETC. BEING POUCHED AS MADE AVAILABLE. 
YOU SHOULD HAVE RECEIVED STILL UNCLEARED MEMCON OF SEC- 
RETARY'S LUNCH AND MY TWO OFFICIAL INFORMALS ON CERTAIN 
ASPECTS OF VISIT. GUEST LISTS ILLUSTRATE WIDE RANGE OF 
IMPORTANT PERSONALITIES WHOM HASSAN MET. 

2. FYI: VIRTUALLY UNANIMOUS JUDGMENT OF MOST PEOPLE WHO 
LISTENED TO HASSAN WAS THAT IT WAS DIFFICULT TO UNDERSTAND 
WHAT HE WAS DRIVING AT. EVEN BY HASSAN'S FORMER STANDARDS, 
HE APPEARED UNUSUALLY ELLIPTICAL AND DIFFUSED IN HIS PRE- 
CONFIDENTIAL

SENTATIONS. END FYI. NEVERTHELESS. CERTAIN CENTRAL 
THEMES AND UNDERLYING CONCERNS- WHICH MADE CONSIDERABLE 
SENSE-BECAME CLEARER AS THE VISIT PROCEEDED. THESE 
THEMES INCLUDED: 

- A GROWING UNEASINESS THAT THE ARAB WORLD AND INTERESTED 
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OUTSIDERS WERE NOT ANALYZING PRESENT ECONOMIC, SOCIOLOGICAL 
AND DEMOGRAPHIC TRENDS AND CONDITIONS IN A SYSTEMATIC 

WAY AND THAT A TRANSITION TO PEACE COULD CAUSE GRAVE 
PROBLEMS AS A RESULT. EVEN IN THE ABSENCE OF A COMPRE- 
HENSIVE PEACE SETTLEMENT, GREATER ATTENTION SHOULD BE 
PAID TO THIS PROBLEM. THE OIL BOOM IN THE AREA HAD 
INTRODUCED NEW DYNAMICS INTO THE EQUATION. 

- JORDAN SHOULD NOT BE MADE TO SUFFER THROUGH REFUGEE 
RESETTLEMENT THERE IN THE CONTEXT OF A COMPREHENSIVE SET- 
TLEMENT. 

-GRANDIOSE, MARSHALL PLAN APPROACHES TO THE AREA'S 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT, WITH OR WITHOUT A SET- 
TLEMENT, WOULD PROBABLY BE A MISTAKE. EXISTING INSTITU- 
TIONS, PUBLIC AND PRIVATE, COULD PROBABLY BE UTILIZED MORE 
EFFECTIVELY THAN NOW FORESEEN. 

- AN UNDERLYING CONCERN THAT ISRAEL'S POLICIES CONTINUE 
TO FOCUS ON DAY-TO-DAY ISSUES, AND DID NOT LOOK FORWARD 
TO THE LONG TERM. 

- NEED FOR U.S. SUPPORT FOR MAQARIN AND POTASH. 

3. IN THE AID MEETING, OUR PLANNED FY 79 SAA AND MAQARIN 
LEVELS WERE DISCUSSED. HANNA ODEH APPEARED GENUINELY 
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DISAPPOINTED THAT U.S. CONTRIBUTIONS FOR POTASH AND 
MAQARIN WERE NOT AS HIGH AS HE HAD HOPED FOR. HE WAS 
ESPECIALLY DISAPPOINTED BY THE PROPOSED POTASH LEVEL. 

4. AT DOD, MCGIFFERT MENTIONED SERIOUS PROBLEMS IN 
LATE FMS PAYMENTS. BRIEFINGS ON LOGISTICS TECHNIQUES AND 
MANAGEMENT APPARENTLY DID NOT PRECISELY MEET HASSAN'S 
ORIGINAL WISHES. BEHIND HIS INTERESTS MAY LIE A HOPE 

THAT JORDAN CAN BE A KIND OF CENTRAL DEPOT OF COMMODITIES 
AND GOODS FOR ULTIMATE TRANSFER TO A WIDER ARAB ENTREPOT 
MARKET, WITH JORDAN PROVIDING ADVANCED LOGISTIC MANAGE- 
MENT. 

5. HASSAN HAD RELATIVELY BRIEF MEETINGS WITH QUANDT. 
BRZEZINSKI, LIPSHUTZ AND THE VICE PRESIDENT. HE ALSO SAW 
MEANY, SOME SENATORS, SOME MEMBERS OF CONGRESS. A SERIOUS 
PROBLEM OCCURRED WHEN JORDANIAN PARTY. BUT NOT HASSAN 
HIMSELF, OR SALAH, CANCELLED AT LAST MINUTE PLANNED VISIT 
TO REPRESENTATIVE LONG. DETAILS IN OFFICIAL-INFORMAL LET- 
TER, BUT UPSHOT WAS THAT A DEEPLY ANGERED LONG RECEIVED 
LATER APOLOGY FROM HASSAN AS WELL AS COURTESY CALL AT 
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LONG'S OFFICE. 

6. "THINK TANK" EXERCISE IN DEPARTMENT WITH HASSAN AND 
HIS PARTY, WITH DEPARTMENT, NSC, HILL STAFFERS, AND 

ACADEMICS REPRESENTED, DID NOT WORK OUT AS WELL AS HOPED 
FOR. HASSAN CLEARLY HAD HOPED THAT THE GROUP WOULD 
EXAMINE THE FIGURES AND CONCLUSIONS IN THE PAPER SUBMITTED 
THROUGH EMBASSY. OUR SIDE WAS PREPARED 

TO LOOK AT THE ISSUE IN THE WIDER CONTEXT OF "ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT IN THE CONTEXT OF PEACE". WE DISCUSSED 
REGIONAL ECONOMIC COOPERATION, BUT HASSAN AND HIS PARTY 
WERE NOT PREPARED TO GO TOO FAR IN THIS DIRECTION. 

7. AS I VIEW IT, HASSAN MADE SIGNIFICANTLY POSITIVE CON- 
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TRIBUTION WITH MANY KEY PEOPLE BY STRESSING BASICALLY 
OPEN-MINDED BUT HIGHLY PRAGMATIC APPROACH TO WHATEVER 
OPTIONS MIGHT BE OPENED THROUGH PRESENT PEACE NEGOTIATIONS 
NOW OR IN ULTIMATE SETTLEMENT LATER. VANCE

1 . FINAL SCHEDULES, GUEST LISTS FOR VARIOUS OUTSIDE 
FUNCTIONS, MEMCONS, ETC. BEING POUCHED AS MADE AVAILABLE. 
YOU SHOULD HAVE RECEIVED STILL UNCLEARED MEMCON OF SEC- 
RETARY'S LUNCH AND MY TWO OFFICIAL INFORMALS ON CERTAIN 
ASPECTS OF VISIT. GUEST LISTS ILLUSTRATE WIDE RANGE OF 
IMPORTANT PERSONALITIES WHOM HASSAN MET. 

2. FYI: VIRTUALLY UNANIMOUS JUDGMENT OF MOST PEOPLE WHO 
LISTENED TO HASSAN WAS THAT IT WAS DIFFICULT TO UNDERSTAND 
WHAT HE WAS DRIVING AT. EVEN BY HASSAN'S FORMER STANDARDS, 
HE APPEARED UNUSUALLY ELLIPTICAL AND DIFFUSED IN HIS PRE- 
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SENTATIONS. END FYI. NEVERTHELESS. CERTAIN CENTRAL 
THEMES AND UNDERLYING CONCERNS-WHICH MADE CONSIDERABLE 
SENSE-BECAME CLEARER AS THE VISIT PROCEEDED. THESE 
THEMES INCLUDED: 

- A GROWING UNEASINESS THAT THE ARAB WORLD AND INTERESTED 
OUTSIDERS WERE NOT ANALYZING PRESENT ECONOMIC, SOCIOLOGICAL 
AND DEMOGRAPHIC TRENDS AND CONDITIONS IN A SYSTEMATIC 

WAY AND THAT A TRANSITION TO PEACE COULD CAUSE GRAVE 
PROBLEMS AS A RESULT. EVEN IN THE ABSENCE OF A COMPRE- 
HENSIVE PEACE SETTLEMENT, GREATER ATTENTION SHOULD BE 
PAID TO THIS PROBLEM. THE OIL BOOM IN THE AREA HAD 
INTRODUCED NEW DYNAMICS INTO THE EQUATION. 

- JORDAN SHOULD NOT BE MADE TO SUFFER THROUGH REFUGEE 
RESETTLEMENT THERE IN THE CONTEXT OF A COMPREHENSIVE SET- 
TLEMENT. 

-GRANDIOSE, MARSHALL PLAN APPROACHES TO THE AREA'S 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT, WITH OR WITHOUT A SET- 
TLEMENT, WOULD PROBABLY BE A MISTAKE. EXISTING INSTITU- 
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TIONS, PUBLIC AND PRIVATE, COULD PROBABLY BE UTILIZED MORE 
EFFECTIVELY THAN NOW FORESEEN. 

- AN UNDERLYING CONCERN THAT ISRAEL'S POLICIES CONTINUE 
TO FOCUS ON DAY-TO-DAY ISSUES, AND DID NOT LOOK FORWARD 
TO THE LONG TERM. 

- NEED FOR U.S. SUPPORT FOR MAQARIN AND POTASH. 

3. IN THE AID MEETING, OUR PLANNED FY 79 SAA AND MAQARIN 
LEVELS WERE DISCUSSED. HANNA ODEH APPEARED GENUINELY 
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DISAPPOINTED THAT U.S. CONTRIBUTIONS FOR POTASH AND 
MAQARIN WERE NOT AS HIGH AS HE HAD HOPED FOR. HE WAS 
ESPECIALLY DISAPPOINTED BY THE PROPOSED POTASH LEVEL. 

4. AT DOD, MCGIFFERT MENTIONED SERIOUS PROBLEMS IN 
LATE FMS PAYMENTS. BRIEFINGS ON LOGISTICS TECHNIQUES AND 
MANAGEMENT APPARENTLY DID NOT PRECISELY MEET HASSAN'S 
ORIGINAL WISHES. BEHIND HIS INTERESTS MAY LIE A HOPE 

THAT JORDAN CAN BE A KIND OF CENTRAL DEPOT OF COMMODITIES 
AND GOODS FOR ULTIMATE TRANSFER TO A WIDER ARAB ENTREPOT 
MARKET, WITH JORDAN PROVIDING ADVANCED LOGISTIC MANAGE- 
MENT. 

5. HASSAN HAD RELATIVELY BRIEF MEETINGS WITH QUANDT. 
BRZEZINSKI, LIPSHUTZ AND THE VICE PRESIDENT. HE ALSO SAW 
MEANY, SOME SENATORS, SOME MEMBERS OF CONGRESS. A SERIOUS 
PROBLEM OCCURRED WHEN JORDANIAN PARTY. BUT NOT HASSAN 
HIMSELF, OR SALAH, CANCELLED AT LAST MINUTE PLANNED VISIT 
TO REPRESENTATIVE LONG. DETAILS IN OFFICIAL-INFORMAL LET- 
TER, BUT UPSHOT WAS THAT A DEEPLY ANGERED LONG RECEIVED 
LATER APOLOGY FROM HASSAN AS WELL AS COURTESY CALL AT 
LONG'S OFFICE. 

6. "THINK TANK" EXERCISE IN DEPARTMENT WITH HASSAN AND 
HIS PARTY, WITH DEPARTMENT, NSC. HILL STAFFERS, AND 

ACADEMICS REPRESENTED, DID NOT WORK OUT AS WELL AS HOPED 
FOR. HASSAN CLEARLY HAD HOPED THAT THE GROUP WOULD 
EXAMINE THE FIGURES AND CONCLUSIONS IN THE PAPER SUBMITTED 
THROUGH EMBASSY. OUR SIDE WAS PREPARED 

TO LOOK AT THE ISSUE IN THE WIDER CONTEXT OF "ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT IN THE CONTEXT OF PEACE". WE DISCUSSED 
REGIONAL ECONOMIC COOPERATION, BUT HASSAN AND HIS PARTY 
WERE NOT PREPARED TO GO TOO FAR IN THIS DIRECTION. 

7. AS I VIEW IT, HASSAN MADE SIGNIFICANTLY POSITIVE CON- 
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TRIBUTION WITH MANY KEY PEOPLE BY STRESSING BASICALLY 
OPEN-MINDED BUT HIGHLY PRAGMATIC APPROACH TO WHATEVER 
OPTIONS MIGHT BE OPENED THROUGH PRESENT PEACE NEGOTIATIONS 
NOW OR IN ULTIMATE SETTLEMENT LATER. VANCE 
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
